

Defcription of the PLANETS) 

Shewing how to know them in the Heavens. 

S Aturn , T?, by reafonof its great diftance, appears 
to the Eye with but a feeble Ligkt. It per- 
forms its Revolution round ®, in about 30 Years. 

Jupiter, %, is very blight & refulgent, finifhing 
its Courfe round the Sun in about 12 Years. 

Mars, $ , is a ruddy fiery -colour’d Planet, finifh- 
ing its Courfe in about two Years. 

Venus, 2 , is the brighteft of all the Planets, con- 


ftantly attending the bun, and 
never diftant from him above 
47 deg. It finifhes its Courfe 
in about 7 Months. When it 
goes before the Sun, *cis called 
Pbofphorus , and Lucifer ; and 
when it follows, him Flefperus. 

Mercury , J , a little bright 
Planet, the Sun’s conftanc Com- 
panion, from whofe fide it ne- 
ver departs above 28 degr. and 
by that means ufually hid in his 
Splendor. Performs its Courfe 
in about three Months. , 

From thefe Definitions a Per- 
fon may eafily diftinguifh all 
the Planers. For if after Sun- 
fet he fee a Planet nearer the 
Eaft than the Weft, he may 
conclude ’tis neither Mercury 
nor Venus ; and may determine 
whether ’tis Saturn, Jupiter, or 
Mars by the Colour and Light : 
By which alfo he may diftin- 
guifh betwixt Mercury & Venus. 
But that he may more readily 
learn to know them, I have ad- 
ded here a ft able, wherein the 
Figures againft eachPlanet fheiv 
the Day of the Month on which 
that Planet may befeenwith or 
near the Moon.
